all the shots that killed Kennedy on iiov. 22, l9S3. 

Lattimer, who viewed the documents last Friday in the National 
Archives in Jashlngtan, was the first nongovernments. 1 medical 
specialist given access to them since the Kennedy fsmilv five-year 
tan on public examination expired last October. The photographs 
■were deposited with tie National Archives in ]9 56.

Lattimer, 57, who has lectured and ’written about the assassination, 
said autopsy documents showed that the initial bullet passed 
through the president’s body at a distinctly downward angle, 
more than was shown in sketches released by the barren Commission.
